The following is a samprie of the sort of in- 
formation being sent out to customers by 
grain houses here, and gives.a fair idea of the 
commission man’s view of the situatien : 

“ This has been a terrific day in wheat and 
the market closes 644@6% cents higher than 
yesterday.. The feature of the day has been 
the lightness of offerings, and the conclusion 
forced itself upon the trade that there has 
been an immense line of wheat bought which 
has not yet Come upon the market, the play 
evidently béing to fofee prices still higher. 
The news from the Old World served to fan 
the excitement into a frenzy and the bears and 
bulls alike are wild. 

“The Russian Government has shown that 
the prohibition ukase was nota biuff, having 
fortindden the railrodds to carry the grain to 
theGerman frontier. The animus of the whole 
movement on the part of the Russian Gov- 
ernment seemis to be directed against Ger- 
many, which is construed in exceptionally 
well-informed quarters to mean that the Czar 
is tryingto goad the hot heads in control of the 
German Bmpire into a hostile demonstration, 
which can serve as& good excuse f orwar 
This theory is in direct line with the warning 
given in a special letter sent from this office 
less than a month ago, setting forth the prob- 
ability of a European war. Strife may be 
averted, but foreign affairs are taking a critical 
form, and nothing that may happen there 
need occasion surprise here. 

“The prevailing belief is that New York 
parties are long on an enormous concentrated 
line of futures, and in the absence of definite 
information on the subject Jim Keene is cred- 
ited with the generalship of the deal. A wild 
and woolly rumor was also in circulation in 
the inner councils that the whole business, 
speculative as well as economic and political, 
originates in St. Petersburg. This seems like 
the fanciful creation of a wild imagination, 
but in these days nothing is impossible, and it 
is not forgotten that Boulanger was a party to 
the California wheat corner five years ago, 
when he was the most influential figure in 
France, and thet he used his great power to 
foment war excitement as well as for the hope 
of pecuniary gain as for the glory of it. What 
was tried by the Field Marshal then may be 
tried at St. Petersburg today. 

“The export movement of wheat keeps up 
on @ great scaleand the interior movement 
still indicates unprecedented farmers’ deliv- 
eries.”’ 

Grain Shippers Interested. 

’ Grain shippers were too much interested 
yesterday in the wild course of the market on 
the Board of Trade to pay much attention to 
the forward movement of grain. The same 
seetned to be true at New York and other 
Eastern points. Vesselmen had a fair supply 
of boats on hand, and they found charters 
very slow work. Rates were held at 2% vents 
on wheat until the close of "Change, when 
one charter was made for corn at 2)4 cents, a 
drop of a quarter of a cent on corn.

ONE FAILURE IN ST. LOUIS. 


John Thyson Forced to Suspend Until He 
Can Find Out Where He Stands, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 15.—[Special. }—Today 
came nearer to being a “ Black Friday”’ for 
the speculative wheat trader on this market 
than probably upon any other occasion 
in the history of the grain business 
of this city. The market has been a 
wild and excitmg one all the week, 
but today eclipsed any and all previous days.

The result of all this was a tremendous rush 
of buying orders, end a scene of wild exrcite- 
ment around the grain pit, which never 
ceased from the opening at 10 o’ciock to 
the close—noon, During these two hours 
the volume of trading was simply 
phenomenal, no less than 1,150,000 bushels of 
wheat alone having changed hands, and many 
hundreds of thousands of bushels of corn‘and 
oats. The favorite speculative month was 
December, and wheat for Decembor delivery 
to the extent of 5,000,000 bushels were dealt 
in. September came next with 3,500,000 
bushels, 

Prices continued to show a tendeticy to 
climb. to remarkable figures. September 
wheat options opened at . $1.091¢ a bushel and 
soon reached $1.184¢ on the curb; after the 
close of "Change $1.15 was. reached. Subse- 
quently there was a reaction to $1.13, and the 
last price on the curb was $1.14. 

December wheat was in such eager demand 
that there were two prices at once, $1.11 and 
$1.12 being offered simultaneously on either 
side of the pit when the brokers got to work. 
The highest figure touched on ’Change was 
$1.15, and the official closing price was $1.14%. 
On the curb as high as.$1.1634 was offered, and 
the latest curb sale was at $1.144¢. May wheat 
first soid at $1.16. Whe highest was $1.19, and 
the close on ’Change $1.18%. 

The speculation in corn was less violent, but 
600,000 bushels for September delivery were 
reported. The first: price was 71 cents a 
bushel and the last official quotation 70 cents. 
Qn. the week, however, 73 cents was the figure, 
with 72 cents at the clage. October corn at 
the early trading was 68% cents. ‘The ‘close 
was 684¢ cents, and the week quotation 694¢ 
cents. 

The situation of the rye market is almost 
unprecedented. There is virtuatly not a bushel 
of the grain to be bought at any price. This 
country uses about three-fourths of all the rye 
which is grown, and there is little left to sup- 
ply Europe when there is.a short crop... The

weeks ago the price was 60 cents a bushel, just 
one-half the present figures. 

Both the rye and wheat millers have with- 
drawn from the market. They will sell no 
more flour, so it was announced on the 
produce exchange today, until they see where 
the present phenomenal high prices are going 
to stop. The European victims of the Russian 
Czar’s ukase forbidding exports of rye must 
have it,at any price. As proof ofthis fact it was 
reported on ’change today that one New York 
firm had cleared on Friday a profit of $8,000 
on a single cargo of rye. This was on a bona 
fide export order, nut on a speculative option. 
Such a profit had never been heard of before. 

The bulls were losing money on rye a month 
ago. Now the holders of rye are making 
fortunes. There has been an advance of 20 
cents a bushel in the last week, and one-half 
of that has been duting the last two days. 
The limit of possible exportation of rye from 
the United States is only 6,000,000 bushels.

and fled hurriedly, leaving the room for the 
first time in years to the sule occupation of 
honest men. 

How long will it be before the constant be- 
trayals of trust on the part of the Chicago 
Aldermen and their pe-petual sales of fran- 
chises for bribes will awaken the wrath of 
their constituents and cause them to march 
down to the City Hall to reason with their 
dishonest representatives after the fashion of 
the voters of Detroit and Kansas City? The 
law provides that Aldermen must answer to 
their cunstituents at theend of their two- 
year terms, but there isno satisfactory way 
of calling them to account in the meanwhile 


1 or of stoppmg them when in the act of selling 
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out the rights of ‘the citizens to corporations. 
Courts will not interfere unless what they call 
direct evidence of wrong-doing is laid before 
them. How, then, can the citizens check 
these breaches of frust on the part of their 
purchasable representatives? The way has 
been found out elsewhere. 

Some of the recent performances of Chicago 
Aldermen have been pecujiarly outrageuns. 
Their blackmailmg -practices have been 6v 
open and on so broad a scale as almost to jus- 
tify the police in “pulling” the Council 
Chamber as a place of resort for bunko men 
or confidence operators, or in ordering a num- 
ber of the Aldermen to leave town because 
they have no visible honest means of support. 
Within a recent period the Aldermen have 
soldto the Economic Gas company permission 
to rip up the streeta, destroy expensive pave- 
ments, interfere with travel, and ogo J 
storekeepers. There is as yet no legal 
dence that they sold their votes, but who 
doubts it? It1s reported also that Aldermen 


blackmailed the Northern Pacific, and that the 


use of “slush” money accounts for the una- 
nimity with which the ordinance granting cer- 
tain privileges to that road was finally passed. 
It is also generally believed that the previous 
failure to grease the wheels of legislation was 
the chief reason for the fuss the blackmailers 
the first passage of the ordinance. 

Hitherto Aldermanic boodling, though be- 
coming bolder and more shameiess each year, 
has not disgusted the masses of the people, 
and the voters in a imajority of the wards do 
not seem to care how much pocketing of 
bribes 1s done by the rascals reeking with dis- 
honesty who ask for their ballots at the close 
of their terms and who get them. Much of 
this toleration of blackmailing is due to the 
fact that a great many think that the only 
sufferers are the corporations, against which 
they have .a deep-seated prejudice, The voters 
in some of the wards seem to feel rather 
pleased when their Aldermen have “ spoiled 
the Egyptians ” and have the same affection- 
ate admiration for them that poor peasants 
had for Robin Hood, who rebbed Abbots and 
Earis, but left them alone. 

‘The time will come, however, when & me- 
jority of the people will get it through their 
heads that the bribes received by Aldermen, 
po matter by whom paid, by gas “ nickel- 
platers”’ or street railways, come vut of their 


‘pockets and are merely advanced by the cor. | 


‘poration, which collects them back from those 
who use the gas or the cars. When Chicagoans 
see that they are the ones who pay and that their 
pockets are picked, then they will become less 
tolerant of boodling methods, and if they can- 
not get redress in the courts they will “ recur 
to fundamental prineiples,” take the matter 
into their own hanés, and purge the Council.

PROPOSED INSPECTION OF MILE. 

The Health Commissioner and the Corpora- 
tion Counsel are preparinga milk inspection or- 
dinance to be submitted to the Council next 
month, The former says that an official inspec- 
tion is necessary, as..much of the sickness 
among children is due to the bad quality of 
milk furnished by some dealers, 

There is no qeestion that a great deal of the 
milk sold in this city is of poor quality. lt is 
stripped regularly of a portion of its cream, 
which is sold separately, and very often, when 
the milk. gets to the consumer, it has 
been weakened with water. It cannot be 
said that this is done by the larger dealers. 
But there is ‘a constant temptation for the 
driver of a milk-cart to puta quart of water 
in his ean, and thus make an extra quart of 
milk which he can sell on his own account. It 
is asimple way of “knocking down,” and 
may be carried on for some time without de- 
tection. Small local dealers, especially those 
whose customers are the very poor, are some- 
times in the habit of “ extending” their stocks. 
The result is that poor people pay more for 
poor goods and their babies get something to 
drink which hae tittle nutrition in it. 3 

A rigid inspection would be a good thing 
for the consumers, Itshould be an inspec- 
tion beginnimg in the country, so far as to see 
that the cows were suffering from no sickness, 
and that such diseases as scariet-fever were 
not being transferred from the dairy to the 
city, and ending with the retailer, so as to see 
that the customer is not swindled. But,,as a 
general thing, municipal inspections are 


idleness, interrupted twelve times a year by 
the pleasant pastime of drawiug their pay. 
If there is any assurance that the proposed 
milk inspection will do’ something beyond 
milking the City Treasury then it is weil to 
have it and to punish offenders with a thor- 
oughness which will make it dangerous for 
them to edulterate the food of children. 
Otherwise not. +134 
But if the Council does not act the Health 
Commissioner should do the best he can with 
the means at his disposal. The State law for- 
bids the adulteration of milk with water or 
anything else which makes it mjurious to 
health or lowers its value. Let the Com- 
missioner make a few investigations with his 
present force, and unearth some violators of 
the law, The State’s-Attorney will see to it 


that they are punished if he is provided with 


the evidence against them. 


AN EASY WAY TO SEVER MARRIAGE TIES. 

The laws of South Dakota provide thata 
residence of ninety days shall be sufficient to 
entitle man or wife to bring a suit for divorée. 
That is to say, if a man or woman living iu 
New York or Pennsylvania is weary of matri- 
mony, and yet has no valid ground for -seek- 
ing a divoree, he or she can go to South Da- 
kota, live there for three months continuously, 
file a bill making any charge he or she pleases 
—omitting to serve notice on the defendant— 
do a little stiff swearing, winch the court does 
not investigate too closely, and then leave the 
State free of his or hersolemn marital compact. 
Where divorces are obtained collusively the 
notices are served, bat the defendant of course 
fails to put in an appearance. 

Most of this unloosing business is done at 
Sioux Falls, in the southeast angle of the 
State. The town is a pleasant one, and a 
heartless woman of fashion wishing to flirt 
with other. men can endure life there for 
ninety days. The place is a railroad center, 
and there is no difficulty about getting to it. 
It is stated that during the last two years over 
300 foreign divorce cases bave been disposed 
of there, and that 108 citi of other States 
are there now waiting for decrees of divorce. 
How much of this divorcing in done in other 
South Dakota towns is not. yet known, but there 
must be some, Public sentiment af Sioux 
Falis is not against the breaking up of the 
marriage relation. The applicants spend 
money freely, and thus “ help business.”’ The 
lawyers make a good living ont of it. And as 
they form a society by themselves they do not 
corrupt the morals of the married inhabitants. 

But in spite of the money it brings into the 
State the South Dakota Legislature ought to 
repeal this ninety-day law, for the reason that 
nearly al) the divorces obtained under it 
should never be granted, aud with hardly an 
exception they are invalid, or will be held so 
by the courts of the States of which those 
who get the divorces are actually citizens. 
Thus, it has been laid down in New York that 
if a citizen of that State procure elsewhere a 
divorce for a catise not recognized by the New 
York law, or obtain it on falee evidence or 
coliusively, 16 is not good, the wife does not

Thus has it been and thus will it continue to- 


be until there is a change in the human 
nature, Codperation in distribu'ion, in the 
management of stores, has worked success- 
fully, especially in England. But codperation 
in production, particularly in manufacturing, 
has been almost invariably a failure. If suc- 
cessful anywhere it ought to be so in a print- 
ing office and for that reason innumerable 
attempts have been made to carry on that 
business coéperatively, in Chicago as well as 
other places, But the hopes of the projectors 
have been disappointed. It may be said that 


the two orthree partners who run stores or. 


factories are codperating.. So they are, but as 
a general thing each of them has one special 
branch of the business to attend to which 
gives him enough todo. And the very small- 
ness of the number of these codperator 
uwnakes disagreements more unlikely. It is 
much easier to find three men who will work 
harmoniously together than a hundred. And 
even partnerships of two have been known to 
go to pieces, . 

The truth is that man has discovered during 
the centuries he has been on thisearth that it is 
essential to success wm everything requiring 
the joint efforts of many that one man shail 
have command, This is true of a bank, a 
steamship, a manufactory, a railroad, a news- 
paper, and an army, If the latter were to be 
raised and handled on the codperative plan 
the only oceasion when the coéperators would 
be unanimous would be to go home when they 
were tired of the business. Ithas been dis- 
coveted that that business pays best on the 
average which is run by one man; that that 
which is run by asmall Board of Directors 
comes next; and that that which is bossed by 
a town meeting rarely comes to any good. 

The present system of production by em- 
ployer and employé is the result of the evolu- 
tionary progress of ages. By this system the 
captain of industry makes a contract with 
those who are better with their hands than he 
is but not as good with their heads. He prom- 
ises to pay them fixed compensation at stated 
times and stand ang losses in the business. 
They agree in return to work a certain num- 
ber of hours per day to the best of their abil- 
ity on what he setg them at. If dissatisfied 
with hours, pay, or eroployer they can ask for 
a change in the fisét two, and if they do not 
get it can quit his service. If their work does 
not suit him he can dissolve the agreement 
and hire others if he can get them. This ar- 
rangement frees the men from the necessity 
of providing capital, machinery, or raw ma- 
terials and standing losses. They do not have 
to find a market for the finished goods. Their 
possibility of loss is limited to a week’s wages. 
The employer runs the risk of greater and 
more serious losses, which may ruin him, and 
often doeg. 

If all men were physically and mentally 
alike, if they had the same passions and de- 
sires, if each one of them could and did do 
just as much per hour as any other man, 
and all equally faithfal, industrious, and sat- 
istied, then codperation in production would 
cease to be among the impracticabilities. Then 
no one would shirk or loaf more than another. 
Then, as all thought ahke, there would be no 
trifling, quarreling, or jealousies. But if such 
a good state of things were to exist it might 
be very peaceful, but it would be deadly dull, 
and would be to the present condition of 
Humanity what a marsh is to & landscape of 
hill and valley, mountain and river. 


FAMINE IN RUSSIA. 

It has long been a proverb in the grain 
trade that it 1s useless to expect trustworthy 
reports of crop conditions in Russia. The 
most contradictory statements have not 
seldom appeared simultaneously, and no one 
could teil which to believe. The policy of the 
government of that country has not favored 
the spread of information even among its own 
people, and the outside world bas had to de- 
pend upon news sent in the interest of one or 
other class of speculators or straight traders 
in the grain. Even the magnitude of stocks 
at Odessa is seldom known, and has been re- 
cently reported 50 per cent wide of the subse- 
quently ascertained fact. So it 1s not surpris- 
ing to find that the government order to stop 
the exports of rye is variously interpreted, 
and by some alleged to be due solely to polit- 
ical considerations. 

The article on this subject reprinted from 
Free Russia in Taz Trisunze of Friday ap- 
pears to be free from either political or specu- 
lative bias, and, if so, may be accepted as 
affording the first real insight to the food con- 
dition of the people in the land of the Mus- 
covite. The picture is a pitiable one, the dis- 
tress arising from insufficiency of food “ex- 
tending over three-quarters of the empire and 
varying only in intensity.”” The late spring 
frosts and the extreme heat of the summer 
combined in destroying both grain and grass, 
but the general poverty of the people had as 
much to do with the result as had the inclem- 
ency of the seasons. ‘The soil_ has become ex- 
hausted throngh long cultivation without 
manure, so that the frost and heat of this 
year simply struck to the ground impov- 
erished stalks and blades that would hardly 
have stood erect had the season been favora- 
ble, The eastern provinces are the worst, as 
this is the second year of failure with them, 
and they contain scores of thousands of peo- 
ple who have no bread or prospect of getting 
any. In many places the only sustenance 1s 
boiled grass, to which the more fortunate
